As a substitute for meat of as -@ 
“meat stretcher” soup is unexcelled. 
It is wholesome and nourishing. The 
bones of all. meat and most’ - vege- 
tables go towards: making a’ good 
stock. Bones’ of. cooked meat 
and meat scraps of poultry and 
game should always find their rf 
into the stock pot. That is the ad- 
Vantage of soup. Material may be 
used in it that would otherwise go 
to waste. It should be remembered, 
how , that nothing of a starchy 
into 
the stock pot, as they are liable to 
turn sour, They may be used in 
soup but not for stock making. 

In flavoring soups, if fresh herbs 
or celery are not obtainable, use 
dried herbs or celery sced tied in’a 
piece of muslin. This should be -re- 
moved before serving. 

Excellent stock may. Be made from

brought forward for consideration in connection with Class 1 
under the Military Service Act, it has occurred, as was inevit- 
. able, that as ‘a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 
way of investigation, some individpals have secured exemption 

_ whose proper place is in the Army. 
It is not the intention of the Government to éiicw these men to evade per- 
manently their obligation to bear their part in the military defence of the: 
papaat and of the ideals for which we are fighting. “To do so would defeat 


the purpose of the Act,*and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
- pecessarily called out to fill their places. 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 
It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 


from those that are well founded. 

With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
f Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
me These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and. returned promptly under 

4 penalty. of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


3t 48 therefore important in their own interest: that all exempted men who 
have changed their address since their.exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once. 

- Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of ‘address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty rnust be treated as equivalent to failure to 
return the questionnaire after receipt.

In many instances information has been furnished by members of the public 
which has led to the cancellation of exemptions obtained by false or mis- 
leading statements. Further co-operation of this character is invited. The

A SEED SELECTION 
SYSTEM FOR FARMERS . 


If the purity and yield of our 
farm crops are to ‘be maintained 
at a high standard it is essential 
that selection be applied regular- 
ly from season to season by the 
grower, The method does not 
matter so much as long as it 
eliminates the weak, multiplies 
the vigorous and remvves 
foreign varieties. The followirig 
ig an outline of a recommended 
system of selection in which there 
are two essential factors the seed 


“plot and the multiplying field. 
Soe, Cesshad tssimpie and. -effi- 
cient and when followed correct- 
ly wtll ensure the maximum iof 
purity and productiveness. 

The special seed plot is the 
nursery of the grain field and 
should be large enough to pro- 
duce sufficient seed. (after the re- 
jected plants and light grain has 
been removed) to sow the multi- 
plying field the following season. 
This field should also be of suffi- 
cient size that enough seed will 
be produced to sow the whole 
acreage of that particular crop 
the next year. The size of these 
plots will vary depending en- 
tirely on the productivity of the 
soil, climatic conditions and the 
amount needed for seed. For in- 
stance, sowing oats at the rate of 
two and one half bushels to the 
acre, for twenty acres a multiply- 
ing block one and one quarter 
acres in size would produce sufh- 

_ cient seed, if the soil were reason- 
able productive, while one tenth 
of an acre would be large enough 
for the special seed plot. 

In the operation of this work 
the following points should be 
emphasized. 

1. Secure pure foundation stock. 
A few pounds of “pedigreed” 
seed is better than several bush- 
els of an unknown variety. If you 
do not know where this can be 
procured, write to your nearest 
experimental station, agricultural 
college or to the Dominion Cere- 
alist, Experimental Farm Ottawa. 

2. Establish a seed plot the first 
season whether you have secured 
five pounds or twenty-five bushels 
of “pedigreed seed.” 

3. Place this plot on the best 
of your grain field. 

4. Close off every eighth drill 
and leave a narrow path around 
the plot so that you may go 
through and around it without 
tramping down the plants. 

5. “Rogue” carefully, removing 
all plants showing 
height, variation in /shape of 
head, colour of chaff etc. If thor-

10. Clean the threshing mill 
thoroughly, first thresh the multi- 
plying plot, then the seed plot. 

11. Fan thoroughly the grain 
from the multiplying plot 
and use. this the next season for 
seeding your total acreage. This 
means that in the third year after 
the system is established, you 
have three distinct lots of grain, 
the special seed plot, the multi- 
plying plot and the main field. 

12. When gtowing - no- 
thing else but “pedigreed seed” 
and without a threshing mill of 
your own, thresh these three lots 
in this order, first the main crop 
next the multiplying field, and 
last the special seed plot. In this 
way the chances of mixing are 
reduced to the minimum. . 

This system is practical and 
profitable, guranteeing pure seed 


and high yields. Study it careful- 
ly, then try it. 


ARMY SUPPLIES 
MUST GUARD 


_ The German Authorities have 
issued a memorandum to the 
effect that parcels for Prisoners 
of War interned in Germany 
must be addressed to the “parent” 
(or main) camps to which the 
Prisoners belong and must not 
bear the names of any branch or 
working camps of any other place 
to which the Prisoner might be 
detailéd for special services. 

The memorandum states that 
Prisoners who have been detailed 
for services outside the “parent” 
camps have been enjoined by the 
German Authorities from the very 
first, to inform in this sense any 
relations or other persons, from 
whom they expect to receive post- 
al parcels. Parcels for Prisoners 
of War in hospitals also come 
within the meaning of these reg- 
ulations. 

In the interests of the Prisoners 
it is therefore essential that these 
regulations should be strictly ad- 
hered to as otherwise the German 
Authorities will not deliver the 
parcels to the Prisoners of War 
for which they are intended, and 
it is suggested that persons in 
Canada when writing to Prison- 
ers in Germany should ascertain

Rails Ordered by Russia ” 
Will Serve Canada 


Minister of Railways Makes Ar 


rangements to Get 1,000 Miles 
of Rails from U. &. 


To mect the scarcity of steel rails 
in Canada, Hon. Dr. J. D. Reid, min- 
ister of railways and canals, has ar- 
ranged with the Dominion Iron and 
Steel company of Nova Scotia to de- 
vote practically its whole plant from 
now until June next to the rolling of 
85-pound steel rails. The output 
planned is 100,000 tons, sufficient for 
nearly 1,000 miles of track. The ar- 
rangement is made with the consent 
of the imperial munitions board and‘ 
will not seriously interfere with the 
supply of raw materials for muni- 
tions manufacture, The rails are for 
the use of Canadian railways gener- 
ally and the allocation of output will 
be controlled by the government ac- 
cording ‘to national necessities, 

In addition to this arrangement 
the minister of railways also has 
made arrangements for securing 
from the United States nearly 1,000 
miles of 67-pound rails rolled on Rus- 
sian government. order and now 
turned over to Canada.

British Officer Is Decorated by Ger- 
mans for Saving a Wounded 
Hun Soldier 


Valor and glory shine brightest 
when we behold them in sacrifices 
such as that of General John Gough, 
V.C., who went from his place of 
safety far down the line, to take 
comforts for his old regiment, and 
was killed while on his mission of 
mercy. 


If where a high officer sacrifices 
himself for his men is’ glorious, what 
shall we say of the deed of a British 
officer who offered himself to save 
his foe? During an attempted day- 
light raid on the part-of the Ger- 
mans, they were held up by a with- 
ering machine gun fire and retired 
with great loss to their own 
trenches. One poor Hun, who was 
terribly wounded, was impaled upon 
his own wire, and he hung there 
writhing in agony in the eyes of 
both armies,— Finally the sight — of 
his suffering and his cries for help 
were too much for an English offi-

German Troops 
Buy Furloughs 


Holding of Old Men in Trenches 
Hotly Protested by Socialists 


The Berlin Socialist newspaper, 
Vorwaerts reports a debate in the 
Reichstag during which strong com-- 
plaints were made against the treat- 
ment given the older. classes of Ger- 
man. soldiegs. - Herr. Stuecklen, a So- 
cialist member, isaid the government 
had nod intention of releasing the 
older military classes. He criticised 
the fact that in the landstrum men 
48 years-of age still were being kept 
in the frenches, despite the order 
spat they’ be taken out of the firing 
ine. } 

In cOnsequence of the arbitrary 
procedure of officers regarding fur- 
loughs, added Herr Stuecklen, in- 
creasing numbers of soldiers had 
taken their own furloughs ‘and were 
now undergoing imprisonment for 
desertion: ’ 

Herr Mueller-Meiningen, the radi- 
cal leader, said that 10,000 of the 
older men werc still in the — firing 
line. The pretext that there were no 
reserves to replace such men were 
scouted by Herr Ryssel, a Socialist. 

“It would only be necessary,” he 
remarked, “to request all the pan- 
German braggarts, who thank God 
the war is not yet ended, to volun- 
teer. The feeling at the front is not 
enthusiastic, and this is not surpris- 
ing in view of the treatment the 
soldiers are getting.” 

Criticising the food of the soldiers, 
Herr Ryssel declared there were 
units in the’ army called “hunger 
companies,” and he remarked that a 
furlough could be bought by  sub- 
scribing to the war loan. He ended 
by demanding the appointment of a 
commission of+ inquiry to examine 
into the sentences passed by military 
tribunals. 

General Scheuch denied that men 
had ‘been called up because of their 
allegiance to a political party. He 
added, however: “We certainly call 
up those who prove to be agitators.”

NO PEACE WHILE SPIRIT 


OF CONQUEST ENDURES 


Interest in the War by People of Germany is Maintained by 
Occasional Spectacular Achievements in the Field, and 
Crushing Defeat is:the Only Way .to Bring Peace 


The greater the German success 
on the battlefield, said Arthur Hend- 
ergon in a recent speech, the more 
remote was world peace. He ac- 
cepts the view that there can be no 
peace until Germany abandons her 
policy of conquest and military dom- 
ination; successes, by rene rien 
the German people to believe in mili- 
tary piracy as a profitable business 
undertaking, tend to postpone the 
time when this will be the view of 
the German people. 

Mr, Henderson, whose position is 
becoming more assured as the lead- 
er of allied"Labor and Socialist for- 
ces in Great Britain, has clear ideas 
of what is necessary to safe-guard 
the. world against a renewal of a 
world-wide war.-He wants a league 
of nations, the complete democratiza- 
tion of the machinery of government 
in all countries, limitation of arma- 
ments, and the abandonment of all 
plans of economic boy®otting. 

These are highly desirable ends; 
and Mr. Henderson has a clear idea 
how they can be obtained. The dem- 
ocratic peoples of the world, he says, 
can only sheathe the sword when 
the German people. are able to induce 
“a change of mentality” in their 
leaders. He assumes, no doubt cor- 
rectly, that only from the German 
people can come the impulses which 
will break the power of the war 
lords and fit Germany to belong to 
the proposed league of nations; but 
how..are the German people to _be 


brought: to this frame of mind? Thé 


peace offensives carried on by Mr. 
Wilson, Mr. Henderson and_ others 
may help; but nothing but the act- 
ual demonstrati-n by results that 
war is a huge and criminal blunder 
will complete their enlightenment. 

There have been periods in this 
war when the German people  ap- 
peared to be on the eve of disillu- 
Ssionment; but in each case the 
were enabled to recover their fait 
in the éfficacy of the “German 
sword” by some spectacular achieve- 
ment in the field. The crushing of 
Serbia in the fall of 1915; the over- 
running of the larger part of Rou- 
mania in 1916; and the Italian suc- 
cesses in October, 1917, were all 
carefully staged for the encourage- 
ment of civilian faith in the army; 
arid now there comes this unresisted 
advance into the heart of Russia 
which has, for the moment at any 
rate, renewed the. original- lust of 
the German people for the conquest 
of the world by the sword. 


Until they learn the truth of Mr. 
Henderson’s statement that such mil- 
itary successes: as are within their 
power, merely prolong the war and 
postpone indefinitely the peace which 
they gone A esire, they will 
consent to the Prussian program of 
rapine and piracy. They can only be 
taught by experience, which is a 
slow process. They will have to be 
convinced by the progress of events 
that the high hopes based upon their 
victories over the disorganized mobs 
of Russia were illusory. 

This implies the continued vigor- 
ous, unrelenting conduct of the war 
—and this is the program favored 
by Mr. Henderson, who speaks for 
British Labor. Mr. Henderson's po- 
sition is sounder than that of the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, who is ob- 
viously prepared to yield something 
to save the social order which means 
so much to him and his class. The 
one sure chance still left for the 
right ending of this war is in the 
rallying of all the forces of Labor 
throughout the allied) world to the 
cause with a determination to see it 
through. It is becoming increasingly 
certain that this support will be 
forthcoming in ample volume.—Man- 
itoba Free Press. 


Herds on the Decrease

Tubing the Engligh Channel 


The Nations Plan to Co-operate for 
Their Mutual Welfare 


Among the most practical  evi- 
dences of the spirit of . confidence 
and understanding instilled by ‘com- 
mon service and sacrifice in the 
present struggle is likely to be the 
joint construction by Britain and 
France of an international tunnel 
linking. the two countries under the 
English Channel. Both governments 
are taking steps to negotiate with 
this end in view. It will be remem- 
bered that in August, 1916, it was 
announced from Paris that the 
‘French administration had taken the 
initiative and that plans for the tun- 
nel had been outlined by Mr. Sar- 
tiaux, chief engineer of the | Nord 
railway company. This expert esti- 
mated the cost at £16,000,000, and it 
was pointed out that, if this amount 
were apportioned equally between 
the two countries, two days of: war- 
time expenditure by Britain and 
France would more than cover the 
entire obligation. M. Sartiaux said 
that the proposal was to

British press at that time was out-., 


spoken in its approval, and the senti- 
ment then expressed is reported to 
have grown in strength and volume 
in both countries. 

It is an indication of the spirit in 
which the allied belligerents are fac- 
ing the future. It is an evidence of 
the international sentiment of cam- 
araderie and confidence which is to 
obtain in the Better World of  to- 
morrow. For a quarter of a century 
military considerations alone have 
Prevented the construction of the 
tunnel. These distrustful precau- 
tions have been swept away. The 
nations plan to co-operate for their 
mutual welfare. The construction of 
the great tube will not only confer 
substantial commercial advantage by 
placing Britain in direct railway and 
wagon communiction with the con- 
tinent, and eliminate the inconveni- 
ence and misery of a Channel pas- 
sage in rough weather, but it will al- 
so proclaim in practical and perma- 
nent form the determination of two 
great nations to preserve immortal 
the entente consummated by the 
blood of their gallant sons.—Toron- 
to Globe.
